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The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  the  world's  oldest  land  trust.  Founded  in 
1891  by  Boston  landscape  architect  Charles  Eliot,  it  preserves  for  public  use 
and  enjoyment  properties  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic  and  ecological  value 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Today,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  owns  and  manages  77  properties,  totaling 
nearly  20,000  acres,  all  open  to  the  public.  The  Trustees  also  holds  conservation 
restrictions  on  more  than  125  parcels,  protecting  approximately  10,000  acres, 
whose  ownership  remains  in  private  hands.  Through  its  Land  Conservation 
Center,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  continues  to  save  open  land  across  the  state. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private,  non-profit  organization  with  more 
than  15,000  members.  It  relies  for  support  entirely  upon  membership  dues, 
voluntary  contributions,  admission  fees,  grants  and  endowments.

s  you  will  read  in 
this  annual  report, 
1  ^Fiscal  Year  '95, 
ending  last  March,  was 
one  of  solid  accomplish- 
ments for  The  Trustees  on 
many  fronts. 

Pages  10  through  12 
H  report  on  the  achievements 
of  the  hard-working  team 
at  the  Land  Conservation 
Center.  The  Center  was 
increasingly  pro-active, 
completing  a  remarkable  19  projects,  including 
several  very  important  conservation  restrictions 
and  additions  to  our  reservations  across  the  state.  A 
much  greater  number  of  projects  are  in  process,  but 
many  will  require  years  of  gestation  -  not  a  job  for 
the  impatient  or  faint-hearted. 

Likewise,  the  men  and  women  charged  with  the 
management  of  the  properties,  by  far  our  broadest 
area  of  responsibility,  have  been  tremendously 
active.  Their  achievements  are  highlighted  on  pages 
6  and  7.  Your  reservation  managers  and  field  staff 
took  on  a  staggering  array  of  challenges  last  year;  in 
general,  planning  for  the  management  of  new 
acquisitions,  protecting  the  historic  and  ecological 
resources  of  the  properties  we  already  have,  and 
working  to  enhance  the  experience  of  the  visiting 
public.  We  want  our  visitors  to  enjoy  themselves, 
but  also  to  come  away  better  informed  and  with  a 
better  appreciation  of  the  resources  we  are  trying 
to  protect. 

The  rest  of  the  staff  support  the  work  of  the  land 
conservation  and  property  management  depart- 
ments -  spreading  the  word,  recruiting  new 
members,  and  working  to  raise  the  wherewithal 
necessary  to  carry  forward  the  mission.  To  these 
ends  a  number  of  excellent  publications  have 


helped  enormously  as,  I  believe,  has  our  reputation 
for  careful  financial  management.  Membership  is 
up  another  10  percent  this  year.  Annual  Giving  also 
has  risen  dramatically,  thanks  in  large  part  to  the 
enthusiastic  reception  that  greeted  the  launching  of 
The  Charles  Eliot  Society,  our  premier  giving  group. 
Over  100  supporters,  recorded  on  page  15,  have 
enlisted  as  founding  members! 

Unfortunately,  the  generosity  of  all  our  loyal 
friends,  great  as  it  was,  was  not  enough  to  counter- 
balance the  shortfall  in  reservation  receipts.  Returns 
from  the  Castle  Hill  Festival  were  particularly 
disappointing  and  a  number  of  wet  weekends  last 
summer  kept  beachgoers  away  in  droves.  While  we 
shouldn't  blame  ourselves  for  the  weather,  the 
lesson  from  the  past  year  is  this:  in  addition  to 
continuing  careful  cost  controls,  we  must  budget  more 
conservatively  on  the  revenue  side.  We  must  also 
identify  and  develop  new  sources  of  revenue. 

This  last  will  be  an  important  part  of  "Trustees 
2000,"  the  strategic  planning  effort  now  getting 
underway.  During  the  coming  year,  members  of  the 
board  and  staff  will  be  scanning  the  horizon, 
looking  for  answers  to  the  question,  "Where  do  we 
want  the  Trustees  to  be  at  the  millennium  and  how 
will  we  get  there?"  We  believe  the  good  ship  has 
proven  itself  seaworthy;  we  have  checked  for  leaks, 
the  rigging  is  in  good  order  and  the  sails  are  sound. 
The  crew  is  ready.  Now,  to  chart  our  course  and  fill 
the  sails  with  a  strong  and  steady  wind!  It  promises 
to  be  an  exciting  trip  and  we  are  mighty  glad  you 
all  are  on  board.

Some  years,  it  seems  that  Northeast  Regional 
Supervisor  Wayne  Mitton  spends  more  time 
on  the  Crane  properties  in  Ipswich  than  any 
member  of  the  Crane  family  or  their  staff  ever  did. 
But  since  Crane  Beach  and  Castle  Hill  now 
account  for  more  than  25  percent  of  The  Trustees 
annual  budget,  they  are  clearly  operations  that 
bear  close  watching.  Unfortunately,  good  manage- 
ment oversight  was  not  enough,  as  a  succession  of 
cool,  wet  weekends  cut  both  beach  revenues  and 
proceeds  from  the  Castle  Hill  Festival.  These 
shortfalls  could  not  be  offset  by  a  series  of  success- 
ful private  functions  on  the  Hill  or  by  Superinten- 
dent Peter  Pinciaro's  efforts  to  trim  expenses.  The 
result  was  a  disappointing  deficit  in  FY95  and 
revenue  projections  that  are  more  conservative 
for  FY96. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Northeast,  Greenwood  Farm 
Superintendent  Hilary  Hamilton  welcomed  the 
public  in  increasing  numbers  to  that  new  reserva- 
tion. A  successful  auction  helped  provide  funding 
for  restoration  of  the  colonial-era  Paine  House, 
while  research  and  planning  continued. 

In  Andover,  John  Kimball  spearheaded  a 
successful  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  staff  house  to  improve  the 
protection  of  the  Ward  Reservation.  Just  up  the 
road,  Superintendent  Bob  Murray's  perennials 
and  roses  at  the  Stevens-Coolidge  Place  never 
looked  better.  Restoration  and  development  of  the 
designed  landscape  were  also  evident  at  Long  Hill 
in  Beverly,  where  Superintendent  Lillabeth  Wies 
led  an  active  Garden  Committee  in  bringing  new 
life  to  the  Sedgwick  Gardens.

Regional  Supervisor  Chris  Kennedy  successfully 
steered  The  Trustees'  six  Islands  reservations 
through  some  rocky  shoals  in  1994.  With 
several  key  positions  vacant,  Chris  coped  with  a 
short-handed  crew  much  of  the  year  while  Chappa- 
quiddick  Superintendent  Dave  Belcher  recovered 
from  a  life-threatening  auto  accident.  Fortunately, 
experienced  seasonal  staff  picked  up  the  slack,  and 
new  Regional  Ecologist  Diane  Boretos  and  new  Long 
Point  Refuge  Manager  Chris  Egan  both  learned  the 
ropes  quickly. 

The  results  were  encouraging:  a  season  of 
welcoming  increasing  numbers  of  visitors  to  all 
properties,  while  at  the  same  time  successfully  preserv- 
ing the  varied  and  sometimes  fragile  natural  resources 
that  make  the  properties  worth  visiting.  On  both 
islands,  The  Trustees  developed  and  implemented 
shorebird  protection  programs  that  served  as  models 
for  local  governments  and  private  landowners  alike. 
On  the  Vineyard,  endangered  species  protection  was 
only  part  of  the  lesson  as  an  expanded  Trustees  envi- 
ronmental education  program  helped  school  children 
learn  the  details  of  island  ecology. 

Impressive  progress  continued  at  Wasque 
Reservation: 

•  the  abutting  Leland  Beach,  recently  acquired 
by  the  Commonwealth,  is  now  overseen  by 
The  Trustees  under  an  innovative  manage- 
ment agreement; 

•  a  major  clearing  project  continued  to  restore 
the  island's  unique  sandplain  grasslands 
habitat;  and 

•  a  new  superintendent's  house  (thanks  to 
generous  capital  campaign  donations) 
provided  a  long-awaited,  year-round,  24-hour 
presence  on  Chappaquiddick.

South  of  Boston,  Regional  Supervisor  Tom 
Foster  continued  to  address  the  thorny  issues  of 
conflicting  uses  on  our  reservations.  At  World's 
End  in  Hingham,  visitors  with  free-running  dogs 
began  to  disturb  the  other  walkers.  Superintendent 
Al  Yalenezian  and  his  staff  reported 
a  growing  number  of  dog  incidents  involving  the 
safety  of  visitors,  as  well  as  an  increasing  negative 
impact  on  wildlife  and  habitat.  After  voluntary 
guidelines  proved  unsuccessful  in  1994,  the  local 
and  regional  committees  and  governing  boards  all 
approved  new  regulations  requiring  dogs  to  be 
leashed  and  cleaned  up  after  on  the  World's  End 
trails.  After  initial  protests  from  dog  owners,  the 
new  regulations  began  to  gain  general  acceptance, 
and  a  number  of  new  and  former  visitors  seemed 
to  appre-  ciate  these  efforts  to  preserve  the  natural 
resources  and  protect  the  reservation's  tranquillity. 

Hingham's  Weir  River  Farm  also  continued  its 
transition  from  private  ownership  to  Trustees'  con- 
trol. With  the  strong  support  of  Mrs.  Polly  Thayer 
Starr,  the  Southeast  staff  assumed  management  of 
the  farm  and  established  a  model  equipment  facil- 
ity there. 

At  the  Bradley  Reservation  in  Canton,  visitor 
access  was  just  one  of  the  topics  addressed  in  an  ex- 
tensive master-planning  process  involving  staff,  an 
active  volunteer  committee,  and  an  outside  consult- 
ant. With  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  plan, 
implementation  began  on  several  major  landscape 
restoration  projects.  Planning  and  permitting  continued 
for  a  function  business  to  be  launched  in  1996.

A staff  of  four  in  the  Central  Region  worked 
hard  to  preserve  some  1,600  acres  at  13  sepa- 
rate reservations,  ranging  from  the  New 
Hampshire  to  Connecticut  borders  and  from  The 
Old  Manse  in  Concord  to  the  Connecticut  River. 
With  help  from  an  active  local  committee,  the  staff 
upgraded  the  trail  system,  parking  area,  and  visitor 
services  at  the  Rock  House  Reservation  in  West 
Brookfield. 

In  Petersham,  an  eight-acre  parcel  adjacent  to 
Brooks  Woodland  Preserve  was  acquired  for  im- 
proved visitor  access  and  off-road  parking.

Teamwork,  commitment  to  building  partner 
ships,  an  innovative,  problem-solving  spirit, 
and  the  ability  to  respond  quickly  to  unex- 
pected challenges  and  opportunities  —  these 
qualities  of  the  Land  Conservation  Center  com- 
bined with  the  generosity  of  many  donors  of  land 
to  make  this  a  successful  year. 

In  a  year  that  may  have  set  a  new  record  for  the 
number  of  active  projects  undertaken  and  transac- 
tions completed,  the  Center  coordinated  seven 
additions  to  existing  reservations  (76  acres);  six 
conservation  restrictions  (534  acres);  and  six 
interim  acquisitions  (366  acres)  by  The  Trustees' 
affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Land  Conservation 
Trust,  Inc.  (MLCT). 

Established  in  1972,  MLCT  has  proved  its 
worth  to  The  Trustees  on  many  occasions  and 
remains  an  invaluable  tool  of  the  Center,  with 
which  it  shares  staff.  MLCT's  interim  acquisitions 
are  intended  to  be  conveyed  to  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations  as  soon  as  fundraising  and  other 
arrangements  are  complete.  An  example  is  the  68- 
acre  Two  Mile  Reservation,  acquired  by  MLCT  in 
1993  in  advance  of  successful  efforts  to  provide  a 
permanent  endowment.  In  March  1995,  sufficient 
funds  having  been  raised  through  the  enthusiastic 
efforts  of  the  Southeast  Regional  Committee  and 
regional  staff,  the  property  was  formally  trans- 
ferred to  The  Trustees  as  its  77th  reservation.  In 


fact,  1994-95  saw  an  unexpected  increase  in  the 
number,  complexity,  and  importance  of  projects 
undertaken  by  the  MLCT,  drawing  upon  the  Land 
Conservation  Revolving  Fund. 

We  wish  to  extend  special  thanks  to  the  347 
supporters  who  responded  to  the  special  land 
conservation  appeal  as  part  of  the  1994  Annual 
Appeal.  A  total  of  $22,470  was  contributed  to  help 
fulfill  The  Trustees'  commitments  to  a  growing 
number  of  conservation  projects  in  progress. 

Campaign  for  Estabrook  Woods.  The  Center's  role 
in  a  major  multi-party  effort  to  protect  1,100  acres 
within  the  historic,  five-square-mile  area  in 
Concord  and  Carlisle  known  as  Estabrook  Woods 
reflects  The  Trustees'  long-standing  commitment 
to  the  conservation  of  special  places  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts landscape. 

In  April  1994,  the  Center  agreed  to  help  the 
Concord  Land  Conservation  Trust  and  the  Carlisle 
Conservation  Foundation  in  discussions  with 
Harvard  University  and  Middlesex  School,  major 
institutional  landowners  within  Estabrook  Woods. 
Harvard  and  Middlesex  offered  a  challenge  to  the 
two  local  trusts,  the  two  towns,  and  The  Trustees. 
Harvard  agreed  that,  if  at  least  400  acres  surround- 
ing its  672-acre  property  (the  Concord  Field 
Station  of  the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology) 
are  permanently  conserved,  the  university  will 
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record  a  notice  of  its  charitable  obligations  for  the 
permanent  protection  of  the  Harvard  property  as 
a  site  for  ecological  research  and  education.  For  its 
part,  Middlesex  School  delivered  to  The  Trustees, 
in  escrow,  a  conservation  restriction  on  52  acres 
of  its  Concord  campus  as  part  of  the  400-acre 
total  to  meet  the  Harvard  challenge. 

The  Pippm  Tree  Options.  One  of  the  key,  un- 
protected parcels  adjoining  the  Harvard  property 
is  a  72-acre  tract  of  well-managed  forest  land  on 
Estabrook  Road  owned  by  Pippin  Tree  Farm.  At 
the  request  of  its  local  partners,  MLCT  has  negoti- 
ated dual  options  enabling  the  Forest  Legacy 
program  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  to  purchase  a 
permanent  conservation  easement  on  the  Pippin 
Tree  tract.  With  MLCT's  option  in  hand,  the  Forest 
Legacy  program  has  obligated  sufficient  funds  to 
secure  the  easement  in  the  fall  of  1995.  Although 
the  $1.5  million  for  the  easement  is  the  highest 
price  paid  by  the  Forest  Legacy  program  for  a 
single  tract  thus  far,  it  represents  a  remarkably 
generous  bargain  sale  by  Russell  and  Leslee  Robb 
and  their  family. 

As  the  fiscal  year  ended,  much  work  remained 
to  fulfill  the  Harvard /Middlesex  challenge,  but 
the  prospects  for  success  were  (and  are)  bright. 
Moreover,  in  cooperation  with  the  all-volunteer 
Carlisle  Conservation  Foundation,  and  thanks  to 
a  challenge  grant  of  $37,500  pledged  by  an  anony- 
mous donor,  it  may  be  possible  to  secure  protec- 
tion of  a  22-acre  nature  preserve  in  Carlisle, 
adjacent  to  extensive  town-owned  conservation 
land  at  the  northern  gateway  to  Estabrook  Woods. 

In  addition  to  the  spedfic  projects  described  above  and  noted 
below,  the  Center's  many  activities  included: 

•Participation  in  the  national  Land  Trust  Alliance  Rally 
in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  Wesley  Ward,  the  Center's 
Director,  served  on  the  program  committee  and,  with 
Attorney  Douglas  A.  Muir,  led  a  well-attended  and 
well-received  workshop  on  landowner  and  land  trust 
liability. 

•Continued  leadership  of  the  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Coalition,  which  has  made  passage  of  a  new  open  space 
bond  authorization  its  highest  priority.  Partial  success 
was  achieved  in  July  1994,  when  the  legislature  autho- 
rized an  additional  $58  million  in  bonding  for  open 
space  acquisition  and  historic  preservation.  Important 
items  were  not  acted  upon,  however;  they  include  a 
program  of  innovative  assistance  for  acquisitions  by 
land  trusts  and  municipalities.  The  Trustees  and  its 
land  trust  partners  expect  passage  of  approximately 
$350  million  in  new  open  space  bond  authorizations  in 
the  fall  of  1995. 

•Organization  of  the  1994  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Conference,  co-sponsored  by  the  Center  and  the  Land 
Trust  Coalition  and  held  at  the  4-H  Center  in  Ashland. 


•  Continued  work  on  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  River 
Protection  Act,  of  which  Senator  Robert  A.  Durand  has 
been  a  staunch  supporter,  and  of  the  Blue  Ribbon 
Commission  on  the  Future  of  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System.  Two  Corporate  Trustees  have  made  major 
commitments  of  time  and  energy  to  the  Commission: 
Betsy  Shure  Gross  of  Brookline  and  Kelly  McClintock  of 
Sherborn,  who  serves  as  Chair. 

•  Participation  in  the  Massachusetts  Greenways  Coalition 
and  strong  support  of  the  largely  volunteer  efforts  of  the 
Bay  Circuit  Alliance,  Inc.,  of  which  The  Trustees  is  an 
institutional  member,  to  complete  designation  and 
protection  of  a  200-mile  trail  corridor  circling  the 
metropolitan  area  from  Duxbury  to  Plum  Island.  The 
Bay  Circuit  was  first  proposed  by  The  Trustees'  Henry 
Channing  in  1929  and  indefatigably  promoted  by  Charles 
Eliot  II  thereafter.  It  is  instructive  to  note  that  without 
The  Trustees'  properties  in  the  Boston  area,  this  conserva- 
tion corridor  would  not  be  feasible  today. 

Additions  to  Reservations 

Weir  Hill  Reservation,  North  Andover.  Gift  of  one-half 
acre  of  woodland  at  the  junction  of  Stevens  and 
Osgood  Streets,  by  the  North  Andover  Improve- 
ment Society. 

Field  Farm,  Williamstown:  Purchase  of  a  75.5  percent 
interest  in  42  acres  of  upland  and  swamp  woods, 
including  limestone  caves  and  habitat  for  several 
rare  species,  with  funds  donated  through  an  ongoing 
public  campaign.  Part  of  the  Cricket  Creek  Farm 
Preservation  Project. 

Chesterfield  Gorge,  Chesterfield:  Gift  of  5  acres  of 
woodland,  providing  a  valuable  buffer  and  an 
additional  point  of  management  access,  by 
Stanley  and  Mildred  Greimann. 

Crane  Wildlife  Refuge,  Essex:  Gift  of  22  acres  of  salt 
marsh  by  Beatrice  Woodbury. 

Crane  Wildlife  Refuge,  Essex:  Gift  of  1.5  acres  of  salt 
marsh  on  the  Great  Thatch  Bank  by  Janet  Hopkins. 

Old  Town  Hill,  Nexubury:  Gift  of  21  acres  of  upland 
and  swamp  woods,  fresh  and  brackish  marsh  near 
the  Parker  River,  by  Mary  Barton  and  Storer 
Humphreys. 

James  W.  Brooks  Woodland  Preserve,  Petersham: 
Purchase  of  5  acres  of  field  and  woodland  adjacent 
to  James  W.  Brooks  Woodland  Preserve,  eventually 
to  be  used  for  parking  and  improved  reservation 
access. 

Long  Hill  Reservation,  Beverly:  16,569  square  feet  of 
wetland  adjacent  to  the  extensive  wetlands  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  Reservation.  Donated  by 
Long  Hill  neighbors,  Raymond  and  Linda  Gosselin. 
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Permanent  Conservation  Restrictions 

Cape  Higgon,  Chihnark:  51  mostly  wooded  acres 
on  the  Chilmark  north  shore,  near  the  Claire  Ganz 
Conservation  Restriction.  Protects  1,650  feet  of  beach 
and  habitat  of  the  eastern  box  turtle  as  well  as  one 
of  Martha's  Vineyard's  largest  stands  of  broom- 
crowberry,  both  of  which  are  designated  Species  of 
Special  Concern  by  the  Commonwealth's  Natural 
Heritage  Program.  Donated  by  Henry  E.  Kloss. 

New  Marlborough  Village,  Nezv  Marlborough:  23  acres 
of  field,  woodland  and  wetland,  including  the 
historic  Ticknor  house  site.  The  property  itself  was 
then  given  to  the  New  Marlborough  Land  Preser- 
vation Trust.  Donated  by  Margaret  Phillips. 

West  Branch  Protection  Program,  Westport  River, 
Westport:  48  acres  of  upland  woods  and  fields, 
wetlands,  ponds,  and  streams,  including  the  con- 
fluence of  Dunham  Brook  and  the  West  Branch  of 
the  Westport  River.  Donated  by  Robert  and  Donna 
Brayton.  The  restriction  is  co-held  with  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust. 

Osamequin  Farm,  Seekonk  and  Rehoboth:  241  acres  of 
upland  and  swamp  woods,  hay  fields  and 
ponds,  including  an  organic  pick-your-own 
blueberry  operation  and  portions  of  the  head- 
waters of  the  Runnins  and  Palmer  Rivers. 
Donated  by  Anne  B.  Jencks. 

Amendment  to  North  Road  Conservation  Restriction, 
Nezv  Marlborough:  An  amendment  to  a  198-acre 
conservation  restriction  originally  donated  in  1988 
by  Margaret  Phillips  was  purchased  from  current 
owner  Robert  Montgomery;  the  amendment  reduces 
the  number  of  allowable  residences  from  4  to  2  and 
locates  both  in  a  single,  ten-acre  "envelope."  Pur- 
chased with  funds  donated  by  the  Turkeybush 
Foundation. 

Pakeen  Farm,  Canton:  149  acres  of  pasture,  fields, 
wetlands  and  woods  along  scenic  Elm  Street  in 
Canton.  Donated  by  Trustees  of  Pakeen  Farm. 

Hunneivell  Property,  Wellesley:  22  acres  of  an  historic 
estate  designed  by  the  Olmsted  Brothers  adjacent  to 
the  Charles  River,  presently  used  as  a  sheep  farm 
(addition  to  two  adjacent  conservation  restrictions). 
Donated  by  Jane  P.  Hunnewell. 

Transfers  to  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  from  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Conservation  Trust 

Two  Mile  Reservation,  Marshfield:  Transfer  from 
MLCT  to  The  Trustees  of  68  acres  in  Marshfield 
upon  successful  completion  of  fundraising  to 
establish  reservation  endowment. 

Doane's  Falls  Reservation,  Royalston:  Transfer  from 
MLCT  to  The  Trustees  of  14  acres  known  as 


"Coddings  Meadow"  in  Royalston  upon  successful 
cleanup  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  21E  of  small  area 
of  oil-contaminated  soil  as  well  as  completion  of 
fundraising  for  the  purchase  price. 

Acquisitions  by  the  Massachusetts  Land  Conservation  Trust 

Cowell  Farm,  Cummington:  Purchase  of  a  155-acre  farm 
on  Route  112  in  Cummington  adjacent  to  three  other 
farms  already  protected  by  the  Agricultural  Preserva- 
tion Restriction  (APR)  Program.  MLCT  sold  an  APR 
to  the  Commonwealth  protecting  137  acres;  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  sales  of  the  farmland  to  two  neigh- 
boring farmers,  and  the  house  and  18  acres  to  another 
party,  were  imminent.  A  trail  easement  for  future  use 
was  conveyed  to  The  Trustees. 

Jacobs  Hill  Reservation,  Royalston:  Purchase  of  38  acres 
of  woodland,  including  a  scenic  overlook  known  as 
"The  Ledges"  providing  a  view  to  the  west  including 
Tully  River,  Mount  Grace  arid  Mount  Tully.  Purchase 
from  the  Mount  Grace  Land  Conservation  Trust, 
which  conducted  the  pre-acquisition  for  MLCT.  Upon 
completion  of  fundraising  the  property  will  be 
conveyed  to  The  Trustees. 

Rocky  Narrows  Reservation,  Sherborn:  Bargain  purchase 
of  38  acres  of  woodland  and  field  adjacent  to  Rocky 
Narrows  Reservation  and  the  Sherborn  Town  Forest 
from  George  Lewis  and  Francis  ("Bunge")  King. 
MLCT  will  sell  one  house  lot  (4.3  acres)  and  use  the 
proceeds  from  that  sale  to  acquire  adjacent  parcels 
owned  by  others,  pay  associated  transaction  costs 
and  augment  endowment.  The  remaining  land  will 
be  transferred  to  The  Trustees  and  used  for  parking, 
a  new  reservation  entrance  and  an  enhanced  trail  system. 

Purchase  of  22  acres  adjacent  to  Rocky  Narrows 
and  Sherborn  Town  Forest,  linking  Rocky  Narrows 
to  South  Main  Street  and  protecting  a  quarter  mile  of 
frontage  along  the  Charles  River.  Both  parcels  will  be 
transferred  to  The  Trustees  upon  completion  of 
associated  land  transactions. 

Charles  River  Peninsula,  Needham:  Donation  of  one- 
quarter  acre  of  land  on  Fisher  Street  in  Needham 
adjacent  to  the  Charles  River  Peninsula.  The  parcel 
may  eventually  be  helpful  in  establishing  overland 
access  to  the  reservation.  Donated  by  Elaine  Lindy. 

Holbrook  Property,  Ridland:  Donation  of  a  one-third 
undivided  interest  in  80  acres  of  woodland  and  field, 
including  an  antique  colonial  house,  on  Main  Street. 
The  Trustees  hope  to  establish  a  reservation,  follow- 
ing acquisition  by  MLCT  of  the  remaining  two-thirds 
interest.  Donated  by  Barbara  Phillips. 

Ward  Reservation,  North  Andover:  Gift  of  32.5  acres  of 
marsh,  shrub  swamp  and  woodland  by  the  North 
Andover  Improvement  Society,  to  be  managed  by 
The  Trustees  as  part  of  the  Ward  Reservation. 
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Financial  Report 


Fiscal  Year  1995 

April  1, 1994 -March 31,1995 


Overall,  fiscal  year  1995  was  a  good  year  in 
spite  of  a  deficit  of  $60,000.  Annual  contri- 
butions increased  by  more  than  20  percent, 
thanks  to  the  enthusiastic  response  to  the  new 
Charles  Eliot  Society.  Initiated  in  1994  for  donors  at 
the  level  of  $2,500  or  higher,  105  people  had 
become  members  by  year  end. 

Dues  from  memberships  grew  substantially, 
increasing  10  percent  from  the  prior  year.  Total 
membership  now  exceeds  14,000. 

Together,  contributions  and  membership  dues 
accounted  for  more  than  27  percent  of  total  rev- 
enues for  the  year,  thanks  to  the  financial  support 
of  loyal  members  and  generous  contributors. 

Each  year  since  the  establishment  in  1990  of  a 
5  percent  spending  policy  for  endowment  income, 
dividends  and  interest  have  exceeded  that 
amount.  This  has  allowed  us  to  transfer  some  of 
this  income  to  endowment  principal.  In  fiscal 
1994,  the  amount  returned  to  endowment  was 
$81,000.  In  fiscal  1995,  the  spending  policy  amount 
exceeded  dividends  and  interest  received,  so  no 
transfer  was  made.  The  objective  of  the  spending 
policy  is  to  establish  a  reasonable  amount  we  can 
spend  each  year  from  endowment  in  order  to 
support  operations  and  still  have  sufficient 
additional  return  retained  in  the  endowment  to 


offset  inflation.  In  addition,  averaging  total 
endowment  funds  over  three  years  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calculating  the  5  percent  amount  tends  to 
smooth  out  annual  fluctuations  in  endowment 
support  of  operations. 

There  were  two  principal  reasons  that  we 
ended  up  with  a  deficit  for  the  year.  First,  atten- 
dance at  Castle  Hill  Festival  events  fell  short  of 
budget,  and  second,  uncertain  weekend  weather 
during  the  summer  negatively  affected  Crane 
Beach  store  sales  and  parking  receipts.  For  fiscal 
1996  we  have  attempted  to  budget  conservatively 
for  both  of  these  relatively  unpredictable  revenue 
sources. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  in  excellent 
financial  condition,  with  substantial  increases  in 
membership  and  contributed  support,  and  a 
record  high  level  of  endowment  funds.
